Fincom & Selectmen say: 
Build High School Now 


The Wilmington School Committee was informed last Thursday (Sept 14) that the 
Finance Committee and the Board of Selectmen support the building of a new high 
school, immediately. 

The chairmen of the two boards so informed the School Committee at their 
regular meeting in the Roman House. 

The Finance Committee decision had been made the night before, at which four 
members of the Board of Selectmen were present, Caira being absent. Under dis- 
cussion was the situation as it had been presented three days previously by the 
School Committee, with the proposed purchase of land northerly of Salem Street 
being proposed, for school purposes. 

The Finance Committee members voted, the school board was told, that the 
town should build a new high school while the present state re-imbursement 
system was still in effect. At the present time the state pays a total of 65% of all 
new building costs for schools, both principal and interest. 

It was the opinion of the Finance Committee that the 65% re-imbursement might 
not be available much longer.

1834 Democrats and 403 
Republicans cast their 
Tuesday in the Primary 

in Wilmington, ‘This numbet in- 
cluded the absentee ballots, and 
constitutes 27% of the eligible 
voters.

‘The suprise to many voters who 
cast a Democrat ballot was that 
Larry Carr of Wildwood Street was 
a candidate for nomination «as 
Governor's Councillor.

Fred Cain, as 
could be expected, topped the

The next in order was John J 
Droney, caididate for Senator in 
Congress. Mr. Droney had 99 
voles.

In the Congressman race John 
Kerry easily out distanced all his 
competition, as the Town Crier 
predicted he would do. Ketty 
received 871 votes in Wilmington. 
His nearest competitor was 
Robert Kennedy of Lowell who got

only other candidate to get over 
100 votes, 154 

William H. Shaughnessy of 
Woburn defeated Frank Hassett, 
in Wilmington, for nomination for 
State Senator. The Woburn alder- 
man was the choice of the District 
Democrats, to face Senator 
Ronald MacKenzie in November 

In Wilmington Shaughnessy 
received 724 votes and Hassett 618.

few races, only for Congressman 
and for County Commissioner. 
With the 403 voters who cast 
Republican ballots, U.S. Senator 
Edward Brooke was the favorite. 
He received 348 ballots. 

‘There were four positions without 
opposition, on the Republican 
Ballot. State Senator Ronald 
MacKenzie and William A 
Barnstéid of Arlington, candidate 
for County Treasurer, ted for se- 
cond place, with 330 votes each. 
James R. Miceli, candidate for 
State Representative, came in 
fourth with 312 votes. 

In the Congressional contest Paul 
W. Cronin, who received the 
county-wide endorsement topped 
the ticket in Wilmington with 268 
votes. Mrs. Ellen Sampson of 
Lowell was second, with 66. 

‘The other contest was for County 
Treasurer. William R. Morrison 
of Belmont topped this, with 227 
votes. Sherry Jenkins of Weston 
received 209 and Ed Mattar of 


The vote of the FinCom, to 
Which the four Selectmen present 
‘signified their accord, was in favor 
of a new high school, rather than 
ad to the presently existing 
buildings. It was felt that the re- 
imbursement for such a program 


might be lower

Committee, 
Selectmen and Finance Com

Democrat 


wins 
Primary 


by 569 Votes 


Frank A. Antonelli won the 
Democratic primary race for state 
representative for Tewksbury 
Tuesday when he defeated 
Frederick H. Baldwin Jr, 1919 
votes to 1350. 

Antonelli, 48, a father of six, is a 
town selectman, administrator of 
the Father Coppens Council of the 
Knights of Columbus and part- 
time employee of R.J. Antonelli, 
Accounting, his brother's firm. 

Elected to the Board of 
Selectmen five years ago after a 
1965 defeat for that office, An- 
tonelli was on opposite sides of 
most questions with Baldwin since 
the 26-year-0ld Baldwin joined the 
board in 1970. 

Faces McAskill 

Antonelli will face Independent 
Paul J. McAskill in the November 
elections to fill the seat of Kevin C. 
Sullivan. Sullivan successfull 
defended his seat against Antonelli 
in 1968 by a narrow 90 votes. 
Teeming, cold rain kept the tur- 
nout to 36 percent of the town’s 10, 
269 registered voters. The 3,372 
Democrats who went to the polls 
outnumbered the town's 414 
Republicans who appeared by an 8 
1 margin. Political experts had 
expected at least a 60 per cent tur- 
nout until the rain began falling. 
The Democratic turnout was 
higher in percentage than the 
G.0.P.’s. With 3,944 registered 
Democrats in the town August 1, 3, 
372 Democratic ballots were cast 
Tuesday. A total of 1,332 
Democratic ballots were cast in 
Precinct 1, where 1585 Democrats 
were registered; 967 in Precinct 2, 
where 1207 were registered, and 
1073 in Precinct 3,where 1152 were

The Republican primary, in 
whleb raky' SGU werk a 
Contested, drew a lower percen- 
tage of Republicans. In Precinct 
1, 164 ballots were cast where 402 
Republicans were registered

Antonelli said when the polls 
closed that Precinct 2 was the

Fiat was the first precinct re 
ting, and the count was 605 to 334 in 
Antonelli's favor. News of the 
Precinct 2 victory brought a roar 
of applaus from the 130 Antonelli 
supporters who gathered at his 
headquarters at K of C Hall on 
Main Street 

Wins All Precincts 

Then Precinct 3 came in at 10:30 
p.m, with Antonelli winning 546 to 
478. When the last precinct in 
town, Precinct 1, reported at 
11:15, it was 768 to 538 in An- 
tonelli's favor. 

K. of C. Hall went mad with the 
news, with Antonelli supporters 
producing deafening applaus and a 
round of embraces and clinking 
lasses as.a flood of balloons fe 
rom huge paper bags that hung 
from the ceiling 
A few minutes later, Antonelli 
who had spent the latter part of the 
evening at home with his family. 
appeared amidst a rush of hand.

Antonelli closed his brief speach 
by referring to Baldwin. * ‘Freddy 
conducted a good honest cam- 
paign, and I think the campaign we 
conducted was a credit to the town 
of Tewksbury”. 

Baldwin's election loss marked 
his second disappointment in 24 
hours. About midnight on Monday, 
his wife Ellen suffered a mi 
carriage Her husband 
nevertheless took the defeat well. 
At 11:45 Baldwin left his 
headquarters at the Tewksbury 
Veterans Association Club on 
Shawsheen Street and went to K 
of C. Hall. Shaking hands with 
tonelli, he ea the gathering, “It 
was an excellent campaign, and 
we all tried our hardest. “= 

Baldwin Cam 

Baldwin, who freely admitted he 
was not ‘a good public speaker, 
based his campaign on adver: 
tisements he prepared himself for 
newspapers and a newsletter he 


sent to 4800 families 
Antonelli ran a campaign that 
covered every base. fle and his 
family went door to door visiting 
voters, and they and supporters 
passed out fliers to shoppers. His 
organization ran an intensive cam- 
palen to get out-of-town students to 
ile for absentee ballots. 
Political experts early in the 
campaign predicted Antonelli 
would win the race for the 
representative's seat, but in 
August his supporters feared his 
name was linked too much to 
Selectman Charles H. Goldstein 
during the police controversy 
Goldstein Link 
Goldstein made several 
allegations of brutality and: im- 
proper procedures by town 
policemen and called for a heating 
to investigate allegations against 
one patrolman and an investiga- 
tion of the Police Department. 
Although Antonelli never made 
any anti-police statement, he 
joined with Goldstein in voting for 
the hearing and investigation, He 
said the select men owned it to the 
town to determine the truth or 
falsehood of the allegations, most 
of which Goldstein later retracted, 
Other Races 
In other races, the town took a 
different tack from most in the 
Congressional District and county 
on several offices, but followed 
trends in other races, 
While John P. Kerry captured the 
Democratic nomination for 
Congress in the Fifth District, 
Paul Sheehy was the victor in 
Tewksbury, Sh got 921 votes 
to Kerry's 910. John J. Desmond 
was third in the town with 414 


“Pal Cronin Wor the Republican 
nomination for Congress in the 
Pilth District. He was the victor 
in Tewksbury with 19 votes to the 
154 won by Ellen Sampson: 

_ Droney Wins 
Johiv J. Droney, the victor for 
Democratic nomination for U.S 
Senate was also the winner in 
Tewksbury, He got 1908 votes to 
his nearest rival, Geraod O'Leary, , 
who got 83. Republican U.S. 
Senator Edward W. Brook ran un- 
opposed. 
The Register of Probate race 
saw 1435 votes cast for Democrat 
John Harvey as opposed to his 
nearest Democratic rival Francis 
Harrington who got 825. 
In the race for two county com- 
issioners’ seats, a slate of 
Democratic reform candidates 
met mixed results in Tewksbury 
Paul E. Tsongas, the county fron. 
trunner, was victor in the town 
with 1687 votes. John F, Dever Jr., 
who ran third in the county, was 
second in Tewksbury with 935 
votes. Tsongas's running mate, S. 
Lester Ralph, second in the coun- 
ty, was third in the town with 903 
votes. 
In the Republican race for the 
same two positions, Sherry 
Jenkins, who ran second in the 
county total, was first in 
Tewksbury with 238 votes 
William Morrison, frontrunner in 
the county, got 235 in Tewksbury 
Encumbent Thomas Brennan, the 
Democratic winner for County 
Treasurer, was also victor in 
‘Tewksbury with 1377 votes to the 
946 of his nearest rival, Paul 
Counihan. William Barnstead ran 
unopposed in the Republican race 
for the same office. 
In the race for the Governor's 
Council, Democrat Thomas Lane 
was unopposed, as was Republican 
Thomas Lalli. Democratic State 
Sen. William S. Wall was also un- 
opposed for renomination, and no 
Republican entered the primary to 
face him in November.

The Tewksbury Board of 
Selectmen Tuesday night agreed to 
draft its own order permitting a 
‘M5 kilovolt line to run across town 
Streets, 

The action came after it was dis- 
covered the order allowing the 
line, as drafted by New England 
Power Co. and due to be signed by 
the selectmen, would allow con- 
struction of more than the board 
approved 
Orders allowing power lines and 
similar utilities are usually 
drafted by the utility companies 
after approval by municipal 
governments and then signed by 
town officials. 

Chairman Joseph J. Whelan said 
he and Executive Secretary Ruth 
Aubert found the power company's 
draft would have allowed the firm 
to string 15 lines on poles which 
would cross the town. 

The selectmen considered 
Whelan’s recommendation and all 
other town business in a lightning 
eight minute session, the shortest 
selectmen's meeting in recent 
town history. The brevity was due 
to election night activities 


‘No one mentioned any more 
than four lines during the 
hearings,” Whelan noted. He 
noted those four would include 
three above-ground and one un- 
derground. 

Whelan said he didn’t like a provi- 
sion in the firm's draft that called 
for wires a minimum of 30 feet off 
the ground instead of the 60 to 70 
feet mentioned at theh earings. 

He also noted the draft lacked a 
guarantee no line would be closer 
than 100 feet from private homes, 
a condition the selectmen required 
in return for granting permission. 
Whelan explained that the draft 
was written before the selectmen 
required the 100 foot guarantee. 

The other selectmen also present, 
Frank Antonelli and Donald E. 
Sheehan, agreed the board should 
draft its own order allowing only 
the four lines and other safety 
guarantees agreed to in approving 
the lines. 

‘They also agreed the order should 
refer to a specific, numbered map 
of the lines shown to the board by 
power company offjcials, and 
another numbered map of trees 
allowed near the line as also shown 
to the board. 


Members needed 
for key Committees 


The Tewksbury selectmen are 
seeking volunteers to serve on 
three newly-established com 
iittees that could effect the town 
greatly jn future years. 

Persons from many walks of life 
‘are needed to serve on the Atelier, 
five persons are needed to serve on 
the Historic Commission, and 
three voters are needed for the 
Ames Pond Committee. 

‘The Atelier was approved un- 
animously by the Board of 
Selectmen It would be a com- 
mittee responding to the problems, 
responsibilities and needs of the 
community 
‘The Atelier would, among other 
things, propose community 
projects which it would present to 
the selectmen for possible action. 
Its only officer would be a 
secretary who would publicize its 
activities through newspapers and 
materials passed on by com- 
mitteemen to the groups they 
represent. All meetings would be 
informal. 


Included in the Atelier would be 
representatives of key town com- 
mites. high school classes and 
other groups, elected by their 
peers. The selectmen will appoint 
a policeman from among 
volunteers, and an unrelated male 
and female parent. 

The Historic Commission, es 
tablished by the town meeting 
would preserve, promote and 
develop the town's historical 
assets utilizing powers and duties 
enumerated by law 

The Ames Pond Committee, also 
established by the town meeting 
would investigate the feasibility of 
establishing an open space and 
recreation area in the Ames Pond 
area, Establishment of such an 
area was recommended by the 
Northern Middlesex Area Com- 
mission Report. 

That committee would also in- 
vestigate whether state or federal 
funds are available for such a 
project at Ames Pond.

RULES AND REGULATIONS OF SEWER USE 


RULES AND REGULATIONS REGULATING THE USE 
OF PUBLIC AND PRIVATE SEWERS AND DRAINS. 
THE INSTALLATION AND CONNECTION OF BUILD- 
ING SEWERS, AND THE DISCHARGE OF WATERS 
AND WASTES INTO THE PUBLIC SEWER SYSTEM(S): 
AND PROVIDING PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS 
THEREOF: IN THE TOWN OF WILMINGTON, COUNTY 
OF MIDDLESEX, STATE OF MASSACHUSETTS.* 


In accordance with Section 10 of Chapter 83 of the 
General Laws and Section 11 of Chapter 297 of the Acts 
of 1958 Wilmington, be it enacted by the Board of Water 
and Sewer Commissioners of the Town of Wilmington, 
State of Massachusetts as follows: 


ARTICLE I 
Definitions (See 3.3) 


Unless the context specifically indicates otherwise. the 
meaning of terms used in these Rules and Regulations 
shall be as follows: 


Sec. 1. BOD" (denoting Biochemical Oxygen Demand) 
shall mean the quantity of oxygen utilized in the 
biochemical oxidation of organic matter under 
standard laboratory proceedure in five (5) days 
at 20°C, expressed in milligrams per liter. 


“Building Drain’ shall mean that part of the 
lowest horizontal piping of a drainage system 
which receives the discharge from soil, waste. 
and other drainage pipes inside the walls of the 
building and conveys It to the building sewer. 
beginning five (5) feet (1.5 meters) outside the 
inner face of the building wall. 


“Building Sewer’ shall mean the extension 
from the building drain to the public sewer or 
other place of disposal. 


“Combined Sewer" shall mean a sewer receiv- 
ing both surface runoff and sewage. 


“Garbage” shall mean solid wastes from the 
domestic and commercial preparation, cooking. 
and dispensing of food. and from the handling. 
storage, and sale of produce. 


“Industrial Wastes" shall mean the liquid 
wastes from industrial manufacturing proces- 
ses, trade, or business as distinct from sani- 
tary sewage, 


“Natural Outlet’ shall mean any outlet into a 
watercourse..pand.” ditch,jake. or other body 
of surfaceor ground water. 


“Person” shall mean any individual. firm, 
company, association. society. corporation, or 
group. 


“pH” shall mean the logarithm of the reciprocal 
of the weight of hydrogen ions in grams per 
liter of solution. 


“Properly Shredded Garbage" shall mean the 
wastes from the preparation, cooking. and dis- 
pensing of food that have been shredded to such 
‘a degree that all particles will be carried free- 
ly under the flow conditions normally prevailing 
in public sewers, with no particle greater than 
one-half (%) inch (1.27 centimeters) in any 
dimension 


“Public Sewer” shall mean a sewer in which 
all owners of abutting properties have equal 
rights. and is controlled by public authority 


“Sanitary Sewer” shall mean a sewer which car- 
ries sewage and to which storm. surface, and 
ground waters are not intentionally admitted 


“Sewage” shall mean a combination of the water- 
carried wastes from residences. business 
buildings. institutions, and industrial establish 
ments. together with such ground. surface. and 
storm waters as may be present. 


“Sewage Treatment Plant’ shall mean any 
arrangement of devices and structures used 
for treating sewage e 


“Sewage Works’ shall mean facilities for 
collecting. pumping. treating. and disposing of 
sewage. 


“Sewer” shall mean a pipe or conduit for 
carrying sewage. 


“Shall” is mandatory: "May" is permissive 


“Slug” shall mean any discharge of water. 
sewage. or Indust! ste which in concen- 
tration of any given constituent or in quantity 
of flow exceeds for any period of duration long- 
er than fifteen (15) minutes. more than (5) 
times the average twenty-four (24) hour con- 
centration or flows during normal operation 


“Storm Drain” (sometimes termed ‘‘Stormed 
Sewer’) shall mean a sewer which carries 
storm and surface waters and drainage. but 
excludes sewage and industrial wastes. other 
than unpolluted cooling water. 


. “Superintendent’* shall mean the Superintendent 
of Water and Sewer of the Town of Wilmington. 
or his authorized deputy. agent. or representa- 
tive.

Sec. 21. “Suspended Solids” shall mean solids that 


either float on the surface of, or dre in suspen- 
sion in water, sewage. or other liquids, and 
which are removable by laboratory filtering. 


Sec. 22, Watercourse’ shall mean a channel in which 


a flow of water occurs. either continuously or 
intermittently 


ARTICLE 


Building Sewers and Connections 


Sec. 1. No unauthorized person shall uncover, make 


any connections with or opening into, use, alter, 
or disturb any public sewer or appurtenance 
thereof without first obtaining a written permit 
from the Superintendent. 


Sec. 2. There shall be two (2) classes of building sewer 


permits: (a) for residential and commercial 
service, and (b) for service to establishments 
producing industrial wastes. In either case. the 
owner or his agent shall make application on a 
special form furnished by the Town. The per- 
mit application shall be supplemented by any 
plans. specifications, or other information con- 
sidered pertinent in the judgement of the Super- 
intendent. A permit and inspection fee for’a 
residential or commercial building sewer permit 
and for an industrial building sewer permit 
shall be paid to the Town at the time the appli- 
cation is filed. Such reasonable fees shall be 
established and voted by the Board of Water and 
Sewer Commissioners from time to time. 


Sec. 3. All costs and expense incident to the installation 


and connection of the building sewer shall be 
borne by the owner. The owner shall indemnify 
the Town for any loss or damage that may direct- 
ly or indirectly be occasioned by the installation 
of the building sewer. 


Sec. 4, A separate and independent building sewer shall 


be provided for every building: except where 
one building stands at the rear of another on 
an interior lot and no private sewer is available 
or can be constructed to the rear building 
through an adjoining alley, court, yard, or drive-— 
way. the building sewer from the front building 
may be extended to the rear building and the 
whole considered as one building sewer. 


Sec. 5. Old building sewers may be used in connection 


with new buildings only when they are found, on 
examination and test by the Superintendent, to 
meet all requirements of these Rules and Re- 
gulations. 


Sec. 6. The size, slope, alignment, materials of con- 
=~ Struction of a building sewer, and. the methods » 


to be used in excavating, placing of the pipe. 
joihtihg,-:testing, and backfilling thé “trench, 
shajkeajl conform |to|the requirements of-the 
building and plumbing code or other applicable 
rules and regulations of the Town. In the ab- 
sence of code provisions or in amplification. 
thereof the materials and procedures set forth” 
in appropriate specifications of the A,S.T.M 

and W.P.C.F. Manual of Practice No. 9 shall 

apply. 


Sec, 7, Whenever possible, the building sewer shall be 


brought to the building at an elevation below the 
basement floor, In all buildings in which any 
building drain is too low to permit gravity flow 
to the public sewer, sanitary sewage carried by 
such building drain shall be lifted by an ap- 
proved means and discharged to the building 
sewer. 


Sec. 8. No person shall make connection of roof down- 


spouts. exterior foundation drains, areaway 
drains. or other sources of surface runoff or 
Rround water to a building sewer or building 
drain which in turn is connected directly or 
indirectly to a public sanitary sewer. 


Sec. 9. The Connection of the building sewer into the 


public sewer shall conform to the requirements 
of the building and plumbing code or other 
applicable rules and regulations of the Town. or 
the procedures set forth in appropriate specifi: 
cations of the A.S.T.M. and the W.P.CF 
Manual of Practice No. 9. All such connections 
shall be made gastight and watertight. Any 
deviation from the prescribed procedures and 
materials must be approved by the Superintend. 
ent before installation. 


Sec. 10. The applicant for the building sewer permit 


shall notify the Superintendent when the build 
ing sewer is ready for inspection and connect 
tion to the public sewer. The connections shall 
be made under the supervision of the Superin: 
tendent or his representative. 


Sec. 11, All excavations for building sewer installation 


shall be adequately guarded by, the owner with 
barricades. lights. and Police Officers as re 
quired by the Town so as to protect the public 
from hazard. Streets. sidewalks, parkways 
and other public property disturbed in the course 
of the work shall be restored in a manner 
satisfactory to the Town. 


ARTICLE Il 


Use of the Public Sewers 


Sec. 1. No person shall discharge or cause to be dis: 


charged any storm water. surface water. ground 
water. roof runoff. subsurface drainage. uncon 
taminated cooling water. or unpolluted indus: 
trial process waters to any sanitary sewer. 


Sec, 2. Storm water and all other unpolluted drainage 


shall be discharged to such sewers as are spec- 
ifically designated as storm sewers, or to a 
natural outlet approved by the Superintendent. 
Industrial cooling water or unpolluted process 
waters may be discharged, or approval of the 
Superintendent, to a storm sewer, or natural 
outlet. 


|. No person shall discharge or cause to be dis- 


charged any of the following discribed waters 
or wastes to any public sewers 


(a) Any gasoline. benzene, naptha. fuel oil, or 
other flammable or explosive liquid. solid. 
or gas. 


Any waters or wastes containing toxic or 
poisonous solids. liquids. or gases in suf- 
ficient quantity, either singly or by inter- 
action with other wastes. to injure or 
intefere with any sewage treatment 
process, constitute a hazard to humans or 
animals. create a public nuisance. or 
create any hazard in the receiving waters 
of the sewage treatment plant. 


Any waters or wastes having a pH lower 
than (5.5), or having any other corrosive 
property capable of causing damage or haz- 
ard to structures. equipment. and person- 
nel of the sewage works.

Sec. 6. Grease, oil, and sand interceptors shall be 


provided when, in the opinion of the Superin- 
tendent, they are necessary for the proper 
handling of liquid wastes containing grease in 
excessive amounts. or any flammable wastes.

such interceptors shall not be required for pri- 
vate living quarters or dwelling units. All 
interceptors shall be of a type and capacity 
approved by the Superintendent and shall be 
located as to be readily and easily accessible 
for cleaning and inspection.

Multi-Family Problems 

Although Vigier made a presenta- 
tion on cluster zoning, he said he 
would find it difficult to justify 
sizable multi-family developments 
in unsewered areas. If they were 
allowed, he said, there would be 
problems providing enough open 
space around them to make them 
compatible with the rural nature 
of the town. 

Because of these problems, he 
said, he would have a great deal of 
difficulty identifying places where 
such developments could be 
allowed. 

Instead, Vigier said, he 
recommended multi-family 
housing be included in PUD zones. 
These, he explained, would consist 
of large subdivisionswhich would 
include single and multi-family 
homes, and pre-planned schools, 
parks, convenience shops, 
churches and open space areas. 

“People living in these 
developments would be able to 
walk to most of the places they 
would want to go to,” he said. 

Shopping Problems 
Vigier said another reason sup- 


porting PUD zones was the lack of 


a real town center. Without a 


center, it would be difficult to 
place apartment buildings near 


shopping areas, he suggested.

The U.S. Labor Department com- 
plaint was based on alleged unsafe 
practices at the Chapman Road 
facility when a tank of liquid 
propane gas exploded. A propane 
truck driver and firefighter died in 
the blast 

The complaint alleged the firm 
violated the Occupational Safety 
and Health Act February 9 by 
failing to furnish employees at the 
propane-air plant work and 
working conditions free from 
recognized hazards that were 
causing or were likely to cause 
death or serious physical harm 
Hazards specified in the com: 
plaint included 

Not having an employee present 

at all times while a liquid propane 
tank truck was being unloaded
